2. BEGIN QUOTE. ACCORDING TO THE STRATEGIST EDWARD LUTTWAK 
"MORE AND MORE PEOPLE IN WASHINGTON NOW UNDERSTAND THAT 
MILITARY ACTION IS THE ONLY LOGICAL SOULTION TO THE INTERNATIONAL 
CRISIS. "...THE SERIOUS SUSPICION TOWARDS THE ARABS IS THE 

REASON WHY THERE HAS BEEN NO PUBLIC OUTCRY IN THE US AGAINST 
AN EMERGENCY PLAN OF MILITARY INTERVENTION IN THE OIL COUNTRIES, 
ALTHOUHG THIS IS NO INDICATION THAT THE IDEA IS ALREADY REIPE 
FOR EXECUTION, THE PROBLEM WILL ARISE ACUTELY WHEN A NEW OIL 
EMBARGO IS DECLARED OR A CONSIDERABLE CUT MADE IN OIL PRODUCTION. 
HOWEVER, ONE HAS THE IMPRESSION THAT THE US COMMAND WOULD

3. THE TWO DIVISIONS INCLUDE 19,OOOTROOPS EACH. THEY HAVE 250 
AIRCRAFT, OF WHICH 120 ARE PHANTOMS. THEY WILL LAND SOMEWHERE 
IN THE PERSIAN GULF IN TWO DIRECTIONS, TOWARDS PART OF THE 
SAUDI ARABIAN AND PERHAPS THE ABU DHABI OIL FIELDS. BEFORE THIS, 

A PARATROOP FORCE(US) WILL CAPTURE KUWAIT," THWI WOULD BLOCK 
THE IRAQIS, WHO ARE LIABLE TO GET FROM THE RUSSIANS 2-3 LIGHT
